Saturday a nicely-dressed m an put in an 
appearance in Helena and registered at the 
Grand Central Hotel as H. L. Lenick. 
He 
had a large Saratoga trunk and flashed a 
large roll of bills. H e spent money freely 
and had all the appearance of a m illion­ 
aire. H e claimed to represent a New York 
svndicate, which had $18,000,000 to loan on 
W estern property. 
He also claimed to 
have placed $8,000,000 m Seattle and $1,­ 
000,000 in Butte. H e first wanted to visit 
the gambling houses, where he won about 
S1,000. On Monday he also won quite a 
stake. 
After having it cashed he presented 
a check for $650 on the Second National 
Bank of New Y ork and asked to have it 
cashed. 
Mr. Hardwick, the proprietor, 
after exam ining it carefully, and finding it 
good, cashed the same. 
He heard a man 
say that Lenick was probably a first-class 
fraud, and telegraphed to New York and 
received in reply: “ No such check certified: 
the check is fraudulent.” 
During this tim e Lenick had also been 
playing pretty heavily at H am ilton & Mc­ 
Laughlin’s club rooms. Monday 
night, 
after playing, Mr. H am ilton owed him 
$450. 
Lenick asked H am ilton to cash a 
certified check on the Second National 
Bank of New York, for $1,500. This Mr. 
H am ilton did, and also offered to pay him 
$350. 
Lenick refused the latter, saying he 
was going to Butte, and would be back last 
night. This convinced Mr. H am ilton that 
everything was straight, and-on Tuesday 
he took the check to the bank aud received 
the money on his own indorsement. After­ 
ward, becoming slightly suspicions that he 
might be tnista&en or taken in, he returned 
to the bank, took up the check and placed 
it for ccllectkn, returns from which can­ 
not be received for at least ten days. 
Mr. H am ilton does not seem to feel posi­ 
tive that he has lost his money, nor yet 
sure he has not. Should the check prove 
bogus his loss will be about $450. 
Lenick kept his word and left for Butte 
yesterday morning. 
H e settled his bill at 
the Grand Central on Tuesday evening, and 
told the clerk he would leave his trunk, as 
he was going to return soon. 
H ere the most suspicious circumstance 
occurred. 
After telling the clerk he would 
leave his trunk, he paid the porter to take 
it down and send it to the train for Butte. 
Lenick, instead of taking a hack, as one 
having the wealth he professes to have 
would be expected to do, boarded a street­ 
car, and thus avoided observation, as he 
thought. 
Mr. Hardwick upon learning the trunk 
had gone with the man im mediately tele­ 
graphed and telephoned to Butte a descrip­ 
tion of him with instructions to arrest him. 
Late in the afternoon a message was re­ 
ceived from the Chief of Police of Butte 
that a man answering exactly the descrip­ 
tion, even to the most m innte details, had 
been placed under arrest there, and John 
Mann, of the Hardwick & Woods’ estab­ 
lishm ent, started for Butte to identify the 
prisoner, bnt at this writing nothing had 
been heard from him at Butte.

A n o th er A cco u n t o f th e N egro U prising 
at N avassa. 


P h il a d e l ph ia, October 10th.—The story 
of the negro insurrection on the island of 
Navassa September 14th was told again to­ 
day by a handful of the intended Victims 
of the mutineers. 
The British steamship Dorian, which a r­ 
rived last night, brought six of the white 
officers against whom the attack was made 
and three friendly darkies. Their account 
of the insurrection is practically the same 
as that already told in these dispatches. 
Two of the gentlemen show the marks 
of their terrible ill usage. T. W. Rody had 
to have thirty stitches on his scalp where 
it was torn open by a blow from a club, 
and H. A. Jones being likewise m arked 
besides having cuts on his face. 
There are 137 darkies employed on the 
island, all having been sent there’ from Bal­ 
timore, and a large proportion of them be­ 
ing of the roughest class. 
The survivors consider themselves very 
fortunate in escaping alive 
At the tim e the insurrection occuired a 
British brig was lying off the coast, and 
Dr. Sm ith succeeded in sending a note to 
her Captain. 
The latter im mediately an­ 
swered and sailed for Jam aica, and sent 
the B ritish man-of-war Forw ard to tneir 
assistance. 
W hen the veesel came to the 
island the negroes were thoroughly Light­ 
ened, as the English Captain got out his 
G atling guns and threatened to shell the 
island unless every one of the officers were 
sent over in safety. 
They were taken on board the Forward 
on Thursday, after being in im minent 
peril since tbe previous Saturday. 
" As we ascended the steps np the side of 
the vessel,” said Dr. Smith, “ the officers 
paid us the complim ent of hanging the 
American flag over the side. Thev took us 
to Kingston, where we were taken to the 
club-house and entertained royally, and 
afterwards put safely aboard the steamer 
Dorian. 
We have been treated like princes 
from the mom ent of our rescue. The only 
occurrence to m ar the pleasure of it was 
the death of Samuel March, one of our 
men. who was ¡rightfully cut, aud who 
died on the Forward on the way to Kings­ 
ton.”

W hen a Zulu child is first born it is of a 
light hue, and does not get the darker tint 
of the parents for some years, says Drake’s 
Magazine. 
As soon as it enters the world 
the “medicine man” is sent for. 
Contrary 
to the custom of the civilized ‘‘medicine 
man,” he takes no notice whatever of the 
mother, but devoting him self entirely to 
the child, makes a num ber of small gaishes 
in various parts of the poor infant’s body, 
into which he rubs medicine and goes on 
his way rejoicing, returning next day to 
make the incisions deeper and rub more 
medicine into them. This second operation 
being performed the child is washed and 
dried by being moved arcund in the smoke 
of a wood fire, eventually being daubed all 
over w ith a red paint, which is renewed as 
fast as it wears off, for a period of several 
months. The child is not allow any natural 
food until the visits of the “"medicine 
man” are ended (this formality often caus­ 
ing serious consequences to tlie offspring), 
and a few days after the m other will be 
seen about her work as usual with the little 
one strapped to her back.

A Score o f W riters o f F ictio n A re R u in ed 
b y a New Y ork F a ilu re. 
N ew Y o r k, October 10th.—The r. cent 
collapse of tbphig publishing house of Bei- 
ford, Clarke <fc Co . with its branches in all 
the principal cities of the United States, 
means a great deal more to a certain class 
of authors than was hitherto kno.vn. 
The 
school of novelists of passion is badly de­ 
moralized. A fortnight ago the school was 
in the most flourishing condition im agin­ 
able. The school has been wiped out al­ 
most completely in that one mighty tum ble 
that shattered the business of the pub­ 
lishers. 
Edgar Saltus, for instance, is one of the 
most prom inent members of .the literary 
school referred to. 
His “The Pace that 
Kills” was one of the latest works pub­ 
lished by the firm, and it came out not 
much more than rwo m onths ego. 
It is 
said that over 25,060 copies of the hook had 
been sold in this interval, and he has lost 
nearly $500 in cold cash in consequenc*. 
. Then comes Mrs. Ella W heeler Wilcox, 
the recognized poetess of passion. 
Beiford 
had jnst made atraugeoients to introduce 
her ' Poems of Passion” into England. 
It 
is thought that she m ust have lost a large 
sum . 
Edgar Fawc.et*, John Habberton, A rthur 
Gundry, Minna T. Irving and others are 
also heavy losers by the failure. The fact 
that Beiford, Clarke & Co were the only 
firm in this conntry which published tlfe 
class of works referred to makes the hard­ 
ships of authors all the more s?vere 
It is estimated that the liabilities of the 
bankrupt patrons of the passionists are be­ 
tween $300,000 and $400,000, but tbe loss of 
tbe novelists themselves through tho fail­ 
ure are not so easily ascertained 
Some 
say they m ust have lost fully $50,000 alto­ 
gether in royalties due on their works, 
w hile others give the figures as consider­ 
ably lower.

Although the piece has 
not been read yet, a chorus rehearsal was 
held Thursday at the Savoy with locked 
doors and other sym ptom s of secrecy. The 
SHbject of the new opera is Venetian. The 
Doge is the principal charac'er.

M A R ITIM E CONGRESS. 


F ou r P ro m in en t G erm an C itizens W h o 
W ill b e D eleg a tes. 
B er lin, October 10th.—The four German 
delegates to the International Maritime 
Congress at W ashington have the regula­ 
tion of exports in their various depart­ 
ments, and the apoointm ent of Dr. Sieve- 
king, the recognized authority on maritim e 
and commercial law. who has been for 
many years one ot the Presidents of the 
Association for the Reform and Ooditicat on 
of International Law, is regarded here 03 a 
proof that Germany still cherishes the hope 
that the discussion of purely technical 
questions, to which the present Congress is 
restricted, may be extended to, or may at 
least pave the way for, discussion on inter­ 
national, commercial, and m aritim e law in 
general. 


IN V IT E D TO C A N A D A . 


T lio G rea test in tlie W orld Is A cro ss th e 
F orth in S cotland . 
Some New Yorkers believe the Ikocklvn 
bridge to be the greatest in the worid, but 
these statistics about tlie bridge across th e 
F irth of Scotland, to he opened in a few 
weeks, disprove their belief: 
T his bridge has three spans across the 
stream, one of wlii-h is 1,710 feet long, 
while the Brooklyn bridge proper is 1,595 
feet long. 
The space spanned by the F irtli 
bridge is 8,098 feet, while the bridge, from 
shore to shore, is 5,349 feet and 6 inches in 
length. 
The approaching spans from the 
side are ten in number, each 168 fe d long, 
and on the north side the spans are five in 
number. 
The Brooklyn bridge, in its ap­ 
proach on the New York side, is 2,492.1 
feet long, and on the Brooklyn side 1,901 
feet, m aking the total length 5,989 feet, 
against 8,09S for tlie Forth. 
The cost of the Forth biidge is less than 
that of the Brooklyn, the former being 
$12,500,000 and the latter$15,500,000. T he 
Forth bridge has been six years in build­ 
ing, and the loss of life has been fearful, 
on the average one death a day occurring 
by accident.

So, too, Circe was depicted as a w hite and 
fair-haired woman. 
H elen of Troy, who 
was such a precious sinner, was of golden 
locks and peach-blooiu complexion. Pene­ 
lope was a brunette, w ith jetty hair flut­ 
tering 
like 
the 
raven’s 
wing, and 
her name 
stands to 
this day 
as the 
synonym 
for 
faithfulness 
and 
per­ 
severance. 
Aspasia 
had 
honey-colored 
h a ir ; 
Messalina 
was 
dark-haired, 
but to correct nature, wore a blonde wig 
w hen on errands of ill intent; Cleopatra 
was fair of complexion, and not a dark 
E gyptian, for she was from Macedonia; 
Lady Macbeth was a slight, golden-haired 
and blue-eyed woman, and not, as the stage 
people make her, dark, strong and muscu­ 
lar. 
H ad she been a brunette, says our 
statistician, she would 
have counseled 
patience, not m urder ; Lucretia Borgia was 
of fair complexion, and had hair of silver 
blonde; Blanca Capello, a most mischiev­ 
ous woman, was fair, light and delicate! 
N inon de l’Enclos, Mine, de Chevreuse’ 
and H elen Jegado, to whom twenty-live 
m urders, direct and indirect, are charged» 
were all pronounced blondes ; so was Mmc. 
Montbazon, and M ary, Queen of Scots, also» 
w ith auburn hair and blue eyes, and Eliza­ 
beth was red of head. 
And so the list 
runs on. 
Now there is assuredly another 
side to the question, and so certain are we 
th at nothing is to lie proved one way or 
another by such statistics, th at we trust 
some ingenious person, with time to spare, 
will add to the literature of the subject a 
chapter, assuming thatsucli things are sus­ 
ceptible of proof, proving blondes have as 
much to their credit as to their discredit 
in the m atter of examples from history 
and tradition, and th at the same sources 
prove the brunettes to be a most mis­ 
chievous and dangerous class of women. 


T h e New York Courts have affirmed 
the constitutionality of the law providing 
for the execution of crim inals by elec­ 
tricity. 
The law was resisted on the 
ground that the punishm ent was cruel 
and unusual. So far as the first claim is 
concerned, death under the law by vio­ 
lence is of course cruel—it certainly can­ 
not he said to lie merciful. The law in­ 
tends that it shall be shameful, and to just 
th e extent that pain is involved in causing 
death it was intended that it should he 
painfully caused. 
In that respect the 
death by electricity is less cruel than that 
hv the rope, for it is instantaneous, and 
t'ue scientists assure us th at it must be ab­ 
solutely painless, as it instantly paralyzes 
all the nerves of sensation. 
As to elec­ 
trical execution W ing unusual, that is 
true, and so at the W ginning is every pro­ 
gressive step taken in civilization. 
YVhat 
the law contemplated when it forbade un­ 
usual punishm ent was not the means used 
to accomplish a usual end, hut the substitu­ 
tion of new penalties th a t have not the 
sanction of usage and the approval of 
civilization. 
In this case the punishm ent 
is the infliction of death, and the method 
employed, because novel, is not, w ithin the 
m eaning of the law, unusual. 
- 
— 
T h e r e is a possibility of New York 
losing the W orld's F air after all. A n es­ 
sential condition to locating it there is the 
proffer of ample space. 
Central l ’ark was 
named, hut the opposit.on was so pro­ 
nounced against such a proposition that 
the idea of using it has Wen abandoned, 
for the Park Commissioners have officially 
declared that unless the Legislature inter­ 
feres the Park shall not W entered for any 
o ther than its present ases. 
A sm aller 
park adjoining it has been selected as a fit 
place, if the owners of the adjacent unoc­ 
cupied property will consent to their 
grounds being enclosed. 
To date they 


have not shown a disposition to perm it 
th eir lots to W taken for the purposes of 
the fair. 
I t may turn out, therefore, th at 
w hat the Chicago papers have forecast will 
W fulfilled—that the W orld's F air will 
never W held in New York City, hut at 
the best can only be held in some suburb 
of the great metropolis. 
One thing may 
be accepted as certain, th at unless the 
New York people find a suitable location 
very soon, the sentim ent in favor of that 
city will veer, and blow in the direction of 
Chicago, or some other large city th at is 
not crowded for room. 
There would W no 
surplus of tim e in which to prepare for the 
exposition, even if Boards of Promotion 
were formed to-day. 


T h e announcem ent is made in connec­ 
tion with the news of the collapse 
of a 
large publish ng 
house at the East, th at 
the novelists ind poets of the erotic school 
are in disfavor w ith publishers, Wcause 
their works aíre not purchased by the peo­ 
ple as largely as has been supposed, and 
th at very few of such publications 
have 
proved paying investments for either pub­ 
lisher or author. 
This is encouraging 
news, and is a tribute to the moral condi­ 
tion and W tter taste of the people, that 
gives the lie to the iterated story th at the 
public demand the flash and the nasty 
order of reading m atter. 
Since the firm 
referred to was the chief agency through 
w hich the class of authors 
indicated 
reached th e public, and it has failed to 
m ake the business of such publication pay, 
the conclusion is justified th at the people 
do not patronize the passionate school to 
the extent th at has been supposed. 


T h e r e is entertained a hope th at the 
delegates to the American Congress will 
visit the Pacific coast. 
If th at 
hope 
should be realized, they should have a re­ 
ception here th at will be in keeping with 
the spirit and liberality w ith w hich they 
have been welcomed in the East. 
The 
State Board of Trade is already consider­ 
ing th e m atter of preparing for the o c­ 
casion, and will at least send on to Omaha 
to m eet the delegates there, a choice se­ 
lection of the products of California, so 
far as fruit and the produce of the vine 
are concerned. 
The people should second 
the effort of the Board, since it is so im ­ 
portant th at these neighbors of ours on 
the south should have before them the m a­ 
terial evidences of the capacity of this 
section of the great nation they are now 
exam ining. 


T h e R ec o h d-U n io n yesterday said th at 
Gladstone and Bismarck had each achieved 
his highest honors, in preventing, not in 
prom oting wars. 
The dispatches yester­ 
day announced Bismarck as again acting 
in the role of peace-maker, advising Italy 
and France to come to a better under­ 
standing and to cease distrusting each 
other, and urging Italy to cultivate a more 
friendly relation w ith the V atican. 
Bis­ 
m arck realizes th a t while his is the most 
strongly armed nation of Europe, it were 
a tliousand-fold better th at it were not 
arm ed at all, and if the confidence of all 
nations in Germany and in each other 
were such as would justify th e disarm a­ 
ment, not of the Em pire alone, but of all 
Europe, it would be the greatest of bless- 


WASHINGTON CULLINGS. 


N ot a day passes th at more or less of 
the San Francisco press reports of local 
news th at should be had accurately are 
not discovered to he faulty in greater or 
less degree. 
AVe do not hesitate to say 
th at such inaccuracy in reporting upon 
the average interior journal would not be 
tolerated an hour. 
W hy the proprietor­ 
ship in the San Francisco papers submits 
to th e blundering that is made in the 
m atter of local 
reporting is puzzling. 
T here ought to he radical reform in this 
m atter, in a system of enterprising jour­ 
nalism th at is not surpassed in the Union. 
Indeed, taken as a whole, the metropol­ 
itan press of California occupies an envia­ 
ble position and takes rank among the 
foremost examples of spirited and pro­ 
gressive journalism in the world. 


T h e free delivery of postal m atter is to 
be extended to towns having 8,000 popula­ 
tion, if the Postmaster-General’s recom­ 
mendation is adopted. 
There can be seen 
no good reason why it should not be. 
The 
system, instead of entailing great cost 
upon the ( lovernment, has in fact enabled 
it to show in recent years a sm aller m ar­ 
gin of deficit than in the years prior to 
its adoption. 
Not th at the result is to be 
wholly attributed to free delivery, but it 
has been an im portant factor in bringing 
it about, because it has encouraged the use 
of th e mails, and in th at proportion lias 
lessened the cost of handling and tran s­ 
porting them.

The K nights and visitors who were not 
on duty at headquarters or detained as 
delegates at the Encam pm ent spread them ­ 
selves over the city, viewing the various 
public buildings. 
Many visited M ount 
Vernon or took other excursions on the 
river. 
A t 1 o’clock the various California Com- 
manderies met by appointm ent in full re­ 
galia on Pennsylvania avenue in front of 
the W hite House, and with California No. 
1 at the head, passed through the west gate 
to the East Room of the Executive Man­ 
sion, where President Harrison stood pre­ 
pared to meet them.

In terestin g In form ation from th e D ep art­ 
m en t o f A gricu ltu re. 
W ashington, October 10th.—The D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture reports the general 
percentage of the condition of corn at 91.7, 
against 90 9 a m onth ago, and 92 for the 
crop of 1888 on October 1st. 
Condition of potatoes, 77 9, against 86 6 
last October. 
Of buckwheat, 90.1, against 92.1 last 
year. 
The prelim inary estimate of the yield 
per acre is 12 8 for wheat, 11.9 for rye, and 
22 2 for barley. 
The past m onth has been favorable for 
corn. 
A slight frost north of 40° injured 
the late corn, but the percentage of damage 
generally is very small. 
The best de­ 
velopment of maize was in the Missouri 
valley. 
Returns of yield per acre of wheat are in 
thrasher measurement. This report is pre­ 
liminary. as local estimates will be tested 
by record books of thrashers now coming 
in. The present averages for the principal 
State are l.'l 8 bushels in New York; Penn 
sylvania, 12 3; Ohio, 14.6; Michigan, 14.7; 
Indiana, 14 7; Illinois, 16; Wisconsin, 14.2; 
Minnesota, 14.6; Iowa, 13 1; Missouri, 13; 
Kansas, 18 4; Nebraska, 12; Dakota, 8 3; 
California, 5. 
W inter wheat was injured in m any dis­ 
tricts during the harvest and in stack by 
heavy rains, and is comparatively light, 
grading badly, thus reducing its weight and 
value.

LA N D S. 


N on -M ineral P roofs in C ase o f R ailroad s 
Not K«‘<|tiired. 
W ashington, October 10th.—In the case 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
Secretary Noble overruled the decision of 
Commissioner Spirk», made May 3, 1887, 
which required the company to fils with its 
list of lands selected under its grants, the 
usual non-m ineral affidavit in use in agri­ 
cultural casts. Generally the practice in 
the case of land grants to railroad com­ 
panies is for the agent to make out lists of 
lands within the grant and subm it the 
same to the Departm ent with an affidavit 
to the effect that the plats and the survey­ 
o r^ returns show the lands to be noñ- 
m ineral. 
Mineral are reserved from the 
grants. The ordinary agricultural claim ­ 
ant m ust take an oath that be knows from 
inspection that the land he claims is non­ 
mineral in character. 
The Secretary holds, inasmuch as the ex­ 
isting requirem ents were complied with by 
the company at the date of selection, that 
no retroactive rule should be applied to it. 
These selections were made during the 
years 1885 and 1886. Sim ilar rulings were 
made in the cases of the Southern and 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Companies. 
These decisions will release from suspen­ 
sion and pass to patent about 6,000,000 
acres of land within these grants. 


M ANNING E X O N E R A T E D . 


ago by the Treasury Department respecting !

A n In te r e stin g San J o a q u in C ounty C ase 
S ettieil. 
Deputy Clerk W illiams, of the Supreme 
Court, on yesterday received the following 
opinions from the Suprem e Court; 
George Chalmers, respondent, vs. A lex­ 
ander Chalmers. This is a San Joaquin 
county 
case. 
The 
plaintiff 
brought 
this action as a partner of the defeudaut, 
Alex. Chalmers, and one Brown, for an ac­ 
counting. 
H e claimed that he and the de­ 
fendants were members of a firm engaged 
in carrying on a dry goods business, and 
that the defendants forcibly took from his 
possession and w ithout his consent, a stock 
of goods, and that the firm had outstanding 
book accounts to the value of $2 500, which 
goods the defendants converted to their 
own uses, and deprived plaintiff of any use 
or ow nership of then). The defendants de­ 
nied these allegations, a trial was had 
and a nonsuit moved for, 
which was 
granted as to Brown, he not appear­ 
ing to 
have 
been 
a partner in 
the 
commercial business, but an employe. The 
motion for a nonsuit was denied to Alex­ 
ander Chalm ers. The Court adopted the 
findings of the jury giving judgm ent for 
the plaintiff for $1,909 34 principal, and 
$417 10 interest, and the costs. After the 
motion for a new trial had been heard, the 
Court, in an order then made, recited “ that 
the judgm ent of this Court, based upon the 
findings of the referee, is for $800 too much, 
and plaintiff's attorney consenting thereto, 
it is hereby ordered that said judgm ent be 
and the sam e is hereby modified by de­ 
ducting therefrom said sum of $800, and 
the defendant’s motion lor a new trial is 
denied.” 
The Suprem e Court reverses th e judg­ 
m ent. Judges Works and Fox concur in 
the judgm ent, but add; 
“ We do not wish 
to be understood as agreeing to the propo- 
position that a party can allege a partner­ 
ship consisting of three persons and recover 
upon proof of a partnership consisting of 
two of such persons, even under the cir­ 
cumstances of this case.” 
W right (appellant) vs. Roseberry et al. 
T h i^ isa Y o lo county case, and an action 
for ejectment. 
The plaintiff was non­ 
suited at the trial and appeals from the 
judgm ent upon a bill of exceptions. The 
Supreme Court reverses the judgm ent and 
remands ihe cause for a new trial.

" BUMMER JACK.” 


HE HAD DRANK ENOUGH WHISKY TO 
FLOAT THE GREAT EASTERN.

John Lester W att was born at sea w hile 
his parents were en route to America in 
1825. 
H e came o f a goad fam ily and had 
quite a liberal education. 
W hen gold was discovered Watt, who 
was then twenty-five years of age, started 
for California, and arrived in Sacramento 
in the spring of fifty. 
A shrewd business 
man and a good financier, he soon accum u­ 
lated considerable property, and owned two 
buildings at the corner o f E ighth and J 
streets. 
W hen W alker set out on his filibuster­ 
ing expedition W all joined the ill-fated 
party. 
H e contracted the habit of drink­ 
ing, and it was only a few short years 
until he alm ost dropped out of sight in the 
business com m unity. 
A ll h i. m oney was gone and he was > f. 
a social, financial and a physical wreck. 
So complete was his fall that his nam e even 
was alm ost forgotten, and he was known to 
all as "Old Bum m er Jack.” 
A lthough 
drunk for over tw enty years he never m o­ 
lested any one, was never in any trouble, 
and was never taken to the Station House! 
H e would get so full o f benzine at tim es 
that he could not move, would be com ­ 
pletely paralyzed and could not speak for 
stuttering. 
“Bum m er Jack” was never known to 
sleep, at least he was seen on the street by 
those w ho got up at daybreak, and the last 
man going up K street at night w ould see 
old “Bum m er Jack” “hanging out” around 
the Central House. 
H e was never known 
to eat, and it is said he lived on a whisky 
diet with an occasional cracker from the 
free lunch stands. 
H e obtained his w hisky by sw eeping out 
saloons, and no liquor was too vile for him; 
in fact, poison does not seem to have had 
any effect upon him . 
W hen Troy D ye kept the famous saloon 
on K street, old “Bum m er Jack” did the 
sw eeping out of the deadfall. 
After D ye’s confession in the Tullis mur­ 
der case it was ascertained that the original 
plan was to have poisoned Tullis, and for 
that purpose two soda bottles of cocktails 
were put up, the principle ingredient of 
w hich was strychnine. 
Tullis refusing to drink, the assassins 
shot him , and the bottles with tbeir deadly 
potion were hidden away in the basement 
of the murderers’ den. 
W hen the authorities heard of it they 
made a search for the poisoned whisky. 
They found the bottles, but they were 
empty. 
"Bum m er Jack” had found them 
and had enjoyed a picnic while they lasted. 
There was enough strychnine in the liquor 
to have killed twenty m en. 
W hen “Jack” 
was told what a narrow escape he had had, 
he laughed and replied that he recollected 
that about tnat tim e he was a little stiff in 
h is joints for a few days. 
“ Bum m er Jack” was quite num erous 
alw ays on election dav, and would sell his 
vote and influence as often as he could to 
the Democrats, but was never known to 
barter with a Republican. 
H e was a 
Democrat, pure and sim ple, and bad all 
the characteristics that go to m ake a stal­ 
wart of the g. o. p , and one of those who 
loved to boast that they never voted any­ 
thing but the Democratic ticket in their 
lives. 
For thirty nine years “Bum m er Jack” 
was a character in Sacramento, and as well 
known to all the old timers as was “E m ­ 
peror Norton” in San Francisco. 
B ut “Bum m er Jack” is no more, and the 
haunts that once knew him so w ell will 
know him no more forever. 
For over a 
quarter of a century he had been battling 
w ith K ing A lcohol but the latter finally 
conquered and on M onday last he was 
found in alm ost a dying condition. 
Som e of those who had known the harm­ 
less old im becile for years placed him in 
a wagon and took him to the County 
H ospital, where he died Tuesday after­ 
noon. 
H e had often said he had drank enough 
liquor to float the 
Great Eastern, and 
those who knew him best did not doubt it. 


PICKETT'S VERSION. 


H e D en ies In T oto th e A lleg a tio n s th a t 
H e D efra u d ed A h Sing. 
G. G. Pickett, the young attorney w ho is 
in trouble through an alleged questionable 
transaction in which a Chinaman nam ed 
A h Sing claim s to have been defrauded of 
$400, denies that he is guilty of any w rong­ 
doing in the matter. 
“A h Sine,” says he, “ rents a hop-ranch 
near Sheldou and W . H . Bagwell conducts 
a dairy on the sam e ranch. 
Bagwell has 
been furnishing help and teams to the 
Chinaman for som e tim e, and A h Sing 
owed Bagwell about $1,400. 
8om e tim e 
ago Ah 6ing’s hop-crop was burned, but it 
was insured and Bagwell com m enced the 
suit in order to attach the insurance m oney. 
W hen the losses were adjusted, however, 
the insurance com panies only paid enough 
to satisfy the claim of a chattel mortgagee 
and then hearing that Mouton owed the 
Chinaman som e m oney, the attachment 
was served on Mouton, with the result|that 
the $400 was paid into the Sheriff’s hands. 
M eanwhile, three or four days previous to 
the service of the attachment on Mouton. 
Ah Sing and Bagwell met in Pickett’s of­ 
fice for an adjustment of accounts, and Ah 
Sing acknowledged in the presence of a 
w itness that he owed Bagwell about $1,400 
After the $400 was placed in the Sheriff s 
hands, Ah Sing came to Pickett’s office to 
see Pickett, and Bagwell and Pickett pro­ 
duced a confession of judgm ent which was 
read and fully explained to the Chinaman. 
Ah Sing was satisfied and signed the paper. 
Afterward it was found necessary to have 
the instrum ent acknowledged, and a second 
confession was prepared and read and 
thoroughly explained to the Chinaman a 
second time. H e signed and acknowledged 
it, and it was then filed, with the result that 
the $400 was paid over to Bagw ell.” 
^ Pickett denies that he ever told the 
Chinaman that the m oney was attached by 
the Sacramento Lumber Company, and 
that the Chinaman ever gave him $20 to re­ 
cover the m oney. 
In fact, he denies all of 
the accusations, and claim s that he can 
substantiate his denials when the case 
com es up in Court. 


HIGHEST PRICES OF THE SEASON. 


Cullen would give vent to her feelings be­ 
fore departing by calling the prosecuting 
witness a “squaw” and num erous other 
com plim entary names. 
The scene in Court during the progress 
of the trial was an am using one. 
Mrs. 
Cullen said the whole trouble was over a 
dress, which belonged to her, and which 
Mrs. W ells would not give up. 
T he latter, 
how ever, explained that the 
defendant 
owed her $5 tor board and lodging for ten 
days, and she was going to keep the dress 
until she got the money. 
T his remark riled Mrs. Cullen, and she 
exclaim ed, with closed teeth, “Y ou old 
(she had the word “Fquaw” half out, 
but Judge Buckley checked her), didn’t I 
give you and your husband the first break­ 
fast you ever ate?” 
“ Now, Judge Buckley, don’t you m ind 
her,” continued Mrs. Cullen, “I don’t owe 
her $5, and the only real bad nam e I called 
her was when they were trying to put me 
out, and then I said, 'Don’t be so angry, 
pretty Kitty W ells.’ ” 
The spectators in the Court-room had a 
“six by four” grin on their faces during 
the trial, w hich lasted for fully half an 
hour. 
A t last an agreement was effected, and 
Mrs. Cullen was discharged upon promise 
that she would pay the $5 when she earned 
it, get the dress and avoid further trouble.

The Esrl Fruit Company, of Sacramento, 
received account sales a few days ago from 
their New York agent, E. L. Goodsell, cov­ 
ering a car of California frnit, w hich sold 
in New York for $2,406. 
This car was made np by a num ber of 
prom inent growers of Sacramento county. 
A m ong the sales were the follow ing : R. 
D . Stephens, 47 double crates Tokay grapes, 
at $7 40 per crate; George B. Baker, 15 
double crates Emperor and Muscat grapes, 
at $5 20 to $0 30 per crate; Foster & Son, 
37 boxes German primes, at $3 50 per box; 
also several hundred boxes of cling peaches, 
at $2 50 per box. 
Mr. Stephens’ Tokay grapes netted him , 
above all expenses, $260 per ton. or 13 
cents per pound on the vines. 
Mr. Baker's 
Muscat and Emperor grapes netted him 
$160 to $215 per ton, or 8 to 10 cents j>er 
pound on the vines. 
T he German prunes

A n E x c e lle n t Serm on Y esterd ay A fter­ 


n oon b y R ev . \Y . S. B o v ey —Ladle*' 
M ission ary A sso cia tio n . 


Yesterday’s session of the United Breth­ 
ren’s Conference showed a growing and in­ 
creased interest. 
Most of the tim e was 
taken up in hearing reports of m inisters 
from different fields of labor, and passing 
upon their character and work. 
One good 
feature in the m ethod of their reporting is 
that they give not only a full report of the 
work for the year, but also the relation of 
that work to their obligations and to the 
work of the previous year. 
In the afternoon Rev. G. P. Tindall of 
the Presbyterian Church, and Rev. Dr. 
Needham of 
the 
M ethodist 
Episcopal 
Church, were introduced to the Confer­ 
ence. 
T he W . C. T. U . of this city presented, 
through their Secretary, Mrs. F. O. B aum ­ 
gardner, a neat, warm, hearty address of 
greeting, which was referred to a com m it­ 
tee for appropriate response. 
In our yesterday’s issue the types pro­ 
claim ed the Bishop's nam e as “Ó att,” in ­ 
stead of “ H ott.” 
If the typo had been ac­ 
quainted with the genial warmth of the 
Bishop's nature he w ou l4 hardly have 
made the m istake, notw ithstanding the 
size of the Bishop’s cranium. 
Rev. M. S. Bovey, of Riverside, preached 
an excellent sermon from the words in 1 
Tim othy iv., 12 : “ W ho is the Savior of all 
men, specially 
of 
them that believe.” 
Christ, the ceuter of the thought o f the 
Bible. 
The text presents to us this mo6t 
deeply interesting them e—the redemptlonal 
schem e, one of exceeding breadth—God, 
the Savior of all m en. 
The com mon con­ 
ception o f the unconverted is that God can 
be nothing to the sin n er; but to the sinner 
he is the Savior. 
Orthodoxy is grievously 
slandered in the charge that it teaches that 
God is cruel and im placable for the sins of 
men but by the anguish and blood of H is 
own Son. 
Contrary to this, it teaches that 
love to m en was the divine m otive. 
“God 
so loved the world.” 
H e is the Savior of 
all men, in that he has provided a possible 
salvation for every m an. 
The highest love 
is consistent with the maintenance of law. 
To liberate the cut throat through m otives 
of mercy, to the endangering of the throats 
of the innocent, is not mercy. 
H e must 
m aintain autnority, else H e cannot be a 
God of love. 
Purity and holiness are essential to the 
highest good. 
To secure the highest good 
is the highest aim of the highest love in 
the universe, and law is essential to purity 
and holiness. 
Combined with this is the 
provision for the salvation of the violater 
of the law, not by abrogating the law, but 
by its vindication in Christ Jesus, instead 
of punishm ent of the sinner. 
The sinner 
though saved in so far as the D ivine provi­ 
sion is concerned, m ust believe and accept 
it or he cannot be benefited by it. 
So he 
who believes is in the higher aud better 
sense saved. 
H is salvation is not only 
abundantly provided and ever in reach, 
but is accepted and accomplished. 
H e is 
saved from despair, from fear, from sin 
and the love of it. 
Obedience is a joy; the 
necessity of law has passed awav, and the 
will itself is blended with the divine. Glori­ 
ous salvation ! 
H ow blessed in life and in 
death ! 
H ow dreadful to be w ithout it in 
the last hour o f life. 
An em inent infidel said as his last utter­ 
ance: “I take a leap in the dark.” 
The 
death of Voltaire was dreadful under the 
shadow of his unbelief. 
Goethe cried with 
his dying breath : "More light, more light,” 
because he had not accepted H im who in 
all hours of darkness and despair is the 
only light of m en. 
But how blessed and 
sure is the hope and cheer of the believer 
in such an hour. 
Alfred Cookman said: 
“I m sweeping through the gates washed 
in the blood of the Lamb.” 
Bishop Otter- 
bein said, as he was dying : “I begin to feel 
an inexpressible fullness of love and peace 
divine.” 
Bishop Russell said to som e of 
his brethren: 
"Sing to m e that hym n, 
‘When we’ve been 
there ten thousand 
years ;’ I shall not hear you sing it again.” 
The speaker closed with an earnest appeal 
to believers to toil and sacrifice gladly for 
such a Savior, and to the unsaved to accept 
H im .

A n im a ted

G rand J u ry ’s D em an d . 
Most of yesterday’s session of the Super­ 
visors was consum ed in the allow ing of 
bills, am ong which were the claim s of the 
members of the lately discharged Grand 
Jury. 
Chairman Tebbets looked at several 
o f the claim s and said that $44 was the 
am ount in each case. 
H e remembered, 
however, a few days ago of having read 
demands of jurors Nottingham and W in­ 
gate, for $70 apiece, and concluded that 
there must be som e crooked business. 
H e 
made known his discovery to the other 
members of the Board and grew som ewhat 
excited about the matter. 
H e cast a savage 
glance at his colleagues and declared that 
he had seen with his own eye3 the $70 
demands, and wanted to know how the 
others were down to $44. 
Supervisor Greer attempted to explain 
how it was, but the doctor wouldn’t have 
it, and furthermore declared that the Sec­ 
retary, E. D. Shirland, was not entitled to 
double pay. 
In a short tim e Clerk Rhodes o f Judge 
Armstrong’s Conrt came in and explained 
that jurors Nottingham and W ingate were 
entitled to $70 each for previous months, 
and had been paid that am ount som e tim e 
ago by the Board. 
T he Chairman, upon thinking over the 
matter, concluded tnut he m ust have found 
an old claim and was m istaken in his ar­ 
gum ent, but nevertheless he said they had 
a funny mode of doing business.anyw ay. 
At the afternoon session W illiam Boyne, 
foreman o f the recently discharged Grand 
Jury, appeared before the Board and stated 
that he had been requested to state, by 
Judge Armslrong, that the demands of the 
Grand Jury be allowed, as the Judge had 
ruled that it was not their fault if the jury 
was afterwards shown to have been an 
illegally constituted body. 
The opinion of District Attorney Bruner 
was asked as to the allow ing of extra com ­ 
pensation to E. D. Shirland for services as 
Secretary of the Grand Jury.

Attorney Charles T. Jones argued until 
noon yesterday for the prosecution in the 
W oodson rape case. Judge Van Fleet then 
instructed the jury at length in regard to 
the law relating to the case, and the jury 
retired shortly after 3 o’clock. 
At 7:30 o'clock the jury filed into Court 
and asked for further instructions, and 
were obliged by the Judge. 
At 10 o'clock they again appeared and 
made a sim ilar request, and were again ac­ 
commodated. 
Shortly before m idnight Judge Van Fleet 
was again sum m oned to the Court-room. 
The jury ambled sleepily into the room 
and took their seats. 
“ W ell, gentlem en,” said his Honor, "do 
you wish further instructions?” 
Juror A. J. Johnson rose and stated that 
two or three of the jurors were not satisfied 
regarding what extent the testim ony of the 
little girl, Edith Kern, m ight be considered 
uncorroborated. 
The Judge replied that if the girl’s testi­ 
m ony appeared truthful to the jury it alone 
could convict the defendant. 
W oodson looked 
anxiously after the 
jurors as they filed out of the room to be 
locked up for the night. 
It was under­ 
stood that the vote stood six to six for con­ 
viction and acquittal from the first ballot 
until late at night, when several more were 
added to those in favor of conviction.

R e ta lia tio n . 
The seat of the bitterest hostility to the 
Jews has been the city of Vienna, but 
vengeance seems to have come upon it at 
last. A great event in Vienna every year 
has been the International Grain Market, 
the great market of the continent. 
Last 
year 6,000 persons attended it. 
But last 
spring Hebrew resentment was stirred to 
such a point that 250 firms of Buda Pesth 
signed a declaration that they would not 
deal in Vienna, and the movement was 
supported in various towns of Hungary 
and in Prague. The Vienna association, 
seeing the 
dangerous extravagance to 
which the anti-Semitic agitation had been 
carried, petitioned the Emperor to allay it, 
but the result could not be avoided. The 
efforts of the Jews have made the corn 
market of this year a comparative failure. 
Instead of the 6,000 merchants of 1888, 
there have been but 2,000, and a proposi­ 
tion has arisen also to establish another 
international corn market in Paris.
